He  spent  three  years  study- 
ing at  Juarisprubence  in  Mexico 
City  before  continuing  his  edu- 
cation in  Ann  Arbor.  Mich.  He 
later  received  his  B.A.  from  the 
University  of  Utah. 

Elder  Ivins  was  called  to  the 
First  Council  of  Seventy  in  1931 
while  he  was  serving  as  presi- 
dent of  the  Mexican  Mission.  He 
remained  mission  president  un- 
til 1934.

Elder  Ivins  has  translated  num- 
erous books  and  pamphlets  from 
English  language  into  Spanish.

Their  big  break  came  after 
numerous  appearances  at  high 
school  and  college  functions  and 
church  affairs.  The  group  walk- 
ed into  the  Rendezvous  Ballroom 
in  Balboa,  Calif,  during  a Fri- 
day performance  and  asked  Ken- 
ton if  he  would  listen  and  then 
offer  comments  on  their  sing- 
ing. The  next  Wednesday  they 
appeared  on  his  television  shoV. 

The  “Damons”  derived  their 
name  by  reversing  the  spelling 
of  the  “Nomads,”  a group  with 
which  the  men  sang  at  BYU  in 
1955.  They  have  appeared  with 
Woody  Herman,  Les  Brown  and 
with  Jerry  Gray  last  year  at  the 
BYU  Junior  Prom. 

Excluding  Rock  and  Roll  from 
their  repertoire,  the  “Damons” 
are  a modern  progressive  group, 
their  favorite  selection  being 
from  the  ballads.  They  also  in- 
clude imitations  and  jokes  m 
their  performances. 

Farley  handles  the  vocal  and 
instrumental  arranging.  He  also 
writes  songs,  one  of  which  is, 
“I  See  Your  Smiling  Face.”  They 
practice  at  least ‘2  1/2  hours  a 
day.  New  programs  and  record 
releases  are  expected  in  the  fu- 
ture.
